When the late John D. Rocke- 
feller set up his half-billion-dollar 
*f Foundation, for public health and 


other purposes, he realized 
that 


the weakness of a self-perpetuating

lic duties for which it was created. 


So Mr. Rockefeller 
stipulated 


that not only the income but part 
of the endowment of the Founda- 
tion should be spent from 
year 


year — and therefore the men 


who run it know 'that one day 
this 
world-famous philanthropic 


organization will close up shop and 
call it a day. They have nothing 
to worry about, therefore, 
but 


the job at hand — which 
was 


the donor's idea in the first place. 


These comments are the result 


pf reading the annual report of the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation, 
which 


was released for publication yesj 
terday. I note that in the three 
- years 1946-47-48 the 
Foundation 


spent 30 million dollars more than 
its income. And over its 
entire 


life the organization hasspent for 
public causes nearly 125 millions 
of principal. 


But it still has left 226 millions 


—• and the memory of a fabulous 
billionaire who was as smart in 
death as he was in his life-time. 


U. S. Criticizes 
Russia Over 
Plane Incident 


Washington, May 5 —(ff)— 
The 


United States charged Russia 
to- 


day with flouting its international 
obligations in dealing with the Bal- 
tic plane incident. 


In a new note to Moscow, the 


state department declared Russia 
had put forward an "erroneous ac- 
count" of the shooting down of the 
American plane on April 8. 


The note said: 
"The government of the United 


States must warn the government 
of the Soviet Socialist Republics of 
the seriousness with, which it re- 
gards the attitude of the govern- 
ment of the Union Soviet Socialist 
Republics in matters of such grave 
consequence." 


Rejecting for the second t i m e 


the Soviet claim that tho missing 
American plane violated Soviet-oc- 
cupied Latvia, the U. S. declared 
that this government is forced 
to 


conclude that Russia "has not only 
failed to meet but has no intention 
of meeting the obligations which 
international law and practice im 
pose on members of the family of 
nations." 


"It is clear that this disregart 


for law, custom and the opinion o: 
mankind constitutes a further ob 
stacle to the establishment of har 
monious relations among nations 
and can no tbe reconciled with the 
Soviet gocrnment's continued prot 
estations of its 
devotion to 
thi 


cause of peace."

Moscow by Ambassador Allan G 
Kirk and was made public here by 
the state department.

Cotton Crop 


Reaches 16 
Million Bales 


Washington, May 5 — — The 


agriculture department, in a final 
report today estimated the 1949 cot- 
ton crop totaled 16,127,000 bales of 
500 pounds gross weight. 


This compared with 14,877,000 


bales produced in 1948 and with a 
1938-47 average of 11,855,000 bales. 


The combined value of the cotton 


and cottonseed was estimated 
at 


$2,548,000,000 compared with 
$2,- 


641,336,000 for the 1948 crop. 
The 


value of the lint was put at $2,- 
262,000,000 compared with $2,241,- 
077,000 in 1947. The value of 
the 


cottonseed was placed at $286,000,- 
000 compared with $400,259,000 the 
previous year.

Biloxi, Miss., May 5 — (/P)— Gov. 


Roy Turner of Oklahoma said to- 
day the oil industry is in "one of 
the healthiest conditions that it has 
enjoyed for years." 


Turner, chairman of 
the inter- 


state oil compact c o m m i s sion, 
said in his report, 
prepared 
for 


delivery at the o r g a n ! z a lion's 
spring meeting, that the status of 
the industry could be credited 
to 


regulating bodies of the oil produc- 
ing states. 


The governor said c r u d e oil 


stocks now amount 
to 
24,000,000 


barrels, "almost the exact amount 
that has been estimated to be nec- 
essary for storage to meet refin- 
ery requirements and to fill crude 
oil pipe lines." Gasoline stocks are 
a little high, Turner said, but he 
pointed out the industry is entering 
a period of largest demand. 


The healthy condition of the in- 


dustry is not an accident, the gov- 
ernor said. He recalled that early 
last year there was great concern 
over sharply increasing s t o c k s 
caused by steadily i n c r c a s ing 
amounts of imported crude oil and 
products.

Statistics show that rats are not 


only disagreeable creatures, 
but 


are responsbile for the spread of 
disease and 
cost 
the 
United 


States two 'billion dollars annually 
by their destruction of food and 
property. 


Experience has shown 
that a 


concentrated program for a short 
period of time affords only tem- 
porary relief. The only satisfactory 
programs are those. of a continu- 
ing nature whereby rats are not 
only eliminated, but are prevent- 
ed from returning. 


It is hoped that every business 


house in the city will be rep- 
resented in this meeting for the 
success of a program of this type 
depends upon the cooperation of 
every business. The program 
is 


greatly hampered where rats are 
eliminated by a few businesses but 
continue to breed 
in 
adjacent 


buildings. 


This program, if adopted 
by 


our city, will be under the 
spices and direction of 
the 
U. 


S. Department of Interior to guar- 
antee our citizens that the 
pro 


gram will be safely conducted and 
in accordance with those 
prac- 


tices that experience has proven 
to be successful. While rats 
are 


an unpleasant subject, it is time 
that the problem be faced for the 
protection of the health and prop- 
erty of ourselves and our neigh- 
bors.

or ahalf billion dollars. 


2. It might not be cut at all — 


certainly by no more than a quar- 
ter billion. 


Senator Bridges (R-NH) said he 


was "pretty sure" of the $250,000,- 
000 figure, adding: "A great many 
people believe that at least a $500,- 
000,000 cut will be voted," 


Chairman Connelly (D-Tex), of 


the foreign relations , subcommit- 
tee, who has guided the big bill 
through three weeks of dragging 
debate, said: "We have 
enough 


votes to prevent a cut — if they 
all show up. If there is any cut at 
all it will be the $25,000,000 voted 
by the house."

The attorney general, J. Howard 


McGrath, says that if there 
is a 


nationwide crime 
syndicate, 
his 


justice department 
doesn't 
know 


about it. But some state and city 
officials, asking government help 
to rnop up, say there is 
such a 


syndicate, p u l l i n g 
the 
crime 


strings everywhere. 


Nevertheless, gambling 
is 
na- 


tionwide although everywhere, ex- 
cept in Nevada, there are 
laws 


against gambling. All states 
have 


laws against other forms of crime, 
such as prostitution, e x t o r lion, 
swindling, and narcotics. But it's 
gambling which has the ' spotlight 
now. 


It's hard to believe a gambler

• at- 


tended Ohio State University, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. He is at present sta- 
tioned at the Army and 
Navy 


General hospital, Hot Springs. 


can operate in one place very long 
without the knowledge and conniv- 
ance of local police or city offi- 
cials. If he's allowed to continue, 
it's because he pays oft or has 
done, or is doing, political favors 
and gets protection that way. 


You can see why this is so: Un- 


less he's being paid off or has re- 
ceived orders 
from 
higher 
up, 


even the cop on the beat couldn't 
afford to let a gambling joint do 
business under his nose. 


If he did, sooner or later 
he 


could be accused of stupidity, fail- 
ure to do his duty, or taking graft. 
So he'd be a sap to let a law vio- 
lator work near him unless ho was 
getting 
money 
or 
orders 


from above. 


And so on up the line. 
Which 


means that wherever there's any 
extensive gambling there's corrup- 
tion. And corruption, since money 
hunger is the root of it, 
under- 


mines government and leads 
to 


worse crimes, like murder.

Lift the Soil 
With Roots in 
Transplanting 


When 
transplanting 
vegetable 


plants, lift them up with all the 
soil possible, home demonstration 
agent, Lorraine Blackwood, today 
told Hempstead county home ve- 
getable gardeners. Plants 
should 


never be pulled out of the 
soil 


because this brakes 
the 
small 


roots. 


Plants grown in flats should be 


soaked with water an hour or 
so before being lifted from the 
box, she stated. A shallow 
de- 


pression around the plant after it 
is set out will facilitate watering. 


To stimulate quirk growth, Mrs. 


Blackwood suggests using a level 
teaspoonful of nitrate of soda to 


one gallon of water. This solutin 
is poured around the plant and 
then the area covered with 
dry 


soil, or better still, with a mulch 
such as straw. If the sun is hot 
the plant should be shaded for a 
few days with a mulch or a 
wood shingle placed to the south 
and west of the young plant. 


Several plantings 
are 
better 


than one because successive plant- 
ings will give more variety over 
a long period 
of 
time, 
Mrs. 


Blackwood pointed out. 


The largest garden 
should of 


course be planted in the 
early 


spring because growing conditions 
are usually better early than dur- 
ing the hot, dry summer. Heavy 
plantings now will give 
surplus 


vegetables for canning and freez- 
ing, she explained. However, evn, 
though growing conditions ar not 
always ideal during the summer, 
with successive plantings it 
is 


usually possible to keep the ta- 
ble supplied from the garden.
